FURTHER PARTIOULARS. 


THE SCENE ON THE SCAFFOLD. 


Guitean’s Parting Words. 


Wasarnoron June 30, 
QUITEAU BREAKS DOWN: 

Shortly before 12 Gulteau soomed to 
break down ocmpletely and burst into 
tears and sobbed hysterically. Dr. Hicke 
fanned and vainly tried to calm him, At 
half-past 11 preparations began to bo made 
for the execution. At 11:60 9 detachment 
of artillory was formed on tho east side of 
the rotunda and brought their muskets to 
parade reat, At that time about 250 peo- 
ple were in the rotunda, Dr Hicks was 
with tho prisoner, engaged in prayer. Gui- 
teau showed great nervousness and appear- 
ed greatly startled when he heard the rat- 
tle of the muskets on the stone floor of the 
rotunda. From that moment Guiteau 
appeared to be thoroughly overcome with 
emotion. He wept freely and seemed to 
be in great anguish. The autopsy will be 
performed at 2 o’clook in the chapel jail. 
The soene in the rotunda while waiting for 
the prisoner was one long to be remember- 
ed. Soldiers were drawn up on one side 
andalong the side, spectators facing them 
on the other, 

THE MAROH TO THE SCAFFOLD. 

After the death warrant was read, the 
prisoner became more composed, Turning 
away, he began to brush his hair with his 
old apparent swaggering sang froid, At 
12:20 the steam whistle blew at the work- 
house near the jail. Two minutes later the 
fron gates atthe head of the ocorridor 
clicked. The Warden appeared, and a mo- 
ment later Guiteau. ‘Ihe latter’s face was 
pallid and the muscles about his mouth 
moyed nervously, There were no other 
signs of faltering. The procession moved 
quickly to the scaffold. Guiteau asconded 
the twelve somewhat steep steps with as 
muoh steadiness as could be expected from 
aman whose arms were tightly pinioned 
behind. At the last step he faltered a mo- 
ment, but was assisted by two officials. 

ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

Guiteau was placed immediately behind 
the drop, facing to the front of the scaffold, 
Capt. Coleman stood upon his right, Robt. 
Strong upon his left and Woodward behind 
him. Jones took up a position on the north 
side, Warden Orocker took a position on 
the south east corner of the structure. 
There was a slight delay while the 260 or 
more spectators were pushing through the 
hall from the corridor, at the lower end of 
which the gallows was placed. Guiteau, 
after glaring at the crowd, looked at the 
dread paraphernalia. As soon as the crowd 
entered Orocker wayed to them to uncover, 
All heads were bared. 

DR, HICKS’ PRAYER. 

Dr. Hicks prayed as foilows :— 

‘Father, out of thedepths we ory to 
Thee ; hear Thou our supplication for the 
sake of Jesus Ohrist, the Saviour, who 
made full propitiation for us, Behold this 
Thy servant. We humbly pray that Thou 
wilt deliver him at this the supreme mo- 
ment of his life. Let Thy light descend 
upon him, Liberate his soul from prison, 
May he appear before Thee absolved by 
Thy great mercy. From blood guiltiness 
deliver him and us. God haye meroy on 
us. Ohrist haye mercy on us. Lamb of 
God that takest away the sins of the world 
have meroy on us. Amen and Amen.” 

Uuring the prayer Guiteau stood with 
bowed head. Dr, Hicks opened the Bible. 
Guiteau in firm tones said: ‘‘I will read a 
selection from the 10th chapter of Matthew, 
the 28th to 41st verses inclusive.” He 
then read in a clear strong voice, with good 
intonation, showing little, if any, nervous- 
ness. 

Dr. Hicks then produced the manusoript 
prepared by the prisoner this morning, and 
held it before him while Guiteau read. 
While Dr, Hicks was arranging the manu- 
script, Guiteau exhibited slight nervous- 
ness and moved several times from one foot 
to the other. He soon recovered his com- 
posure and said : 

GUITEAU’s DYING PRAYER, 

“Tam now going to read to you my last 
dying prayer.” He then read in a loud 
tone, with distinot and deliberate emphasis, 
the following: ‘‘ My dying prayer on the 
gallows is; Father, now I go to Thee and 
Saviour. I have finished the work Thou 
gavest me to do, and I am only too happy 
togo to Thee. The world does not yet 
Sppreciate my mission, but Thou knowest 
it, Thou knowest Thou didst inspire Gar- 
field’s removal, and only good has come 
from it. Thisis the best eyidence that 
inspiration came from ‘Thee, and I haye 
set {t forth in my book that all may read 
and know thou Father didat inspire the act 
for which I am now murdered. This Goy- 
ernment and nation by this act I know will 
incur Thy eternal enmity-as did the Jows 
by killing thy man, my Sayiour. Retribus 
tion in that oase was quick and sharp, and 
I know thy divine law of retribution will 
strike this nation and my murderers in the 
same way. Tho diabolical spirit of this na- 
tion, its government and its newapapers 
towardsmo will justify Thee in oursingthem, 
and I know Thy divine law of retribution 
is inexorable, 1 therefore predict that this 
nation will go down in blood, and that my 
murderers, from the Exeoutive to the hang- 
man, will go to hell. Thy laws are inex- 
orable, O Thou Supreme Judge. Woe 
unto the mén that violate Thy laws. Only 
weeping and gnashing of teoth suits them. 
The American press has a large bill to 
settle with Thee, Righteous Father, for 
their vindictiveness in the matter. No- 
thing but blood will satisfy them, and now 
my blood be on them and this nation and 
ite officials. Arthur, the President, is a 
coward and ingrate. His ingratitude to 
the man that made him and saved his 
party and land from overthrow has no 
perallel in history, but Thou, righteous 
Father, will judge him. Father, Thou 
knowest me, but the world has not known 
me, and now I go to Theo and the Sayiour 
without the slightest ill will toward o hu- 
man being. Farewell, yo mon of earth,’ 

At several points the assgssin half paused 
and endeavored to impart increased empa- 
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Guiteau called out loudly, ‘ Glory, glory, 
glory.” Instantly the spring was touched 
and the drop fell at 12:40. Guiteau | 808 
swung around in the alr. The body turn- 
ed partly around, but there was not the 
slightest perceptible movement of the 
limbs. When the drop fell some persons 
inside tho jail yolled, thousands of people 
outside hurrahing. There was a general 
onslaught by the populace upon the door. 
The officers were unable to withstand it. 
Hundreds of people crowded into the oflico, 
and there was a terrible crush at the doors, 
For forty seconds after the drop fell the 
body was motionless. Then there was 4 
slight motion of the shoulders and legs due 
to mugoular contraction,

London Brigands. 

A recent English magazine contalas an 
article on ‘London Brigands and their 
Methods,” which gives tho following remark- 
able ploture of a street mob in that city : 

The gangs usually muster in the greatest 
foroe on the ocoasion of a fire, At such times 
they select their victims oarofully, surround- 
ing and then jostling them ; and while ono 
of their number makes off with a watoh or a 
purso, they render pursuit impossible and even 
dangerous The extremities to which they will 
sometimes pro2ced received a remarkable il- 
lustration at the time of the fire at the Park 
theatre, Oo that night the Golden Lane gang 
was out, the Park theatro being in its district, 
A tradesman residing in a neighboring stroot 
was watching the fire from the doorsteps of 
an acgusintance when a hurried messenger 
arriy to inform him that he must 
hasten home or “his house would 
be sacked.”” The intelligence was alarm- 
log, but not oxaggora’ When he ar- 
rived at home he found that the Golden 
Lane gang was subjecting it to a siege. All 
the windows wore broken, the panel of the 
door was cracked, and stones wore showering 
in from all directions, Elbowing his way 
through the crowd, the tradesman, « stout 
Northornor, entered his house amid a volley 
of missiles, and found threo men struggling 
in the ©. The explanation was that 
two of the mon were detectives, tho third be- 
ing a thief who had appropriated a watoh at 
the fire, In conveying their prisoner to the 
station, the officers had been overtaken by the 
gang, savagely sssulted, and compelled to 
| tako shelter in tho first house thas had an 
open door; otherwise, they averred, they 
would probably have been killed. Tho end of 
this romarkable incident was that one of the 
officers bsd to makehis exit by a back door 
aod summon a force of police to clear tho stroet 
before the prisoner could be securely convoyed 
to the police station.

AFTERNOON SESSION, 

The Council resumed at 2 o’olook. 

A potition was prosented from ronidents of 
Marmora, askiog that Mr, Kolly bo granted 
permission to closo a road running through 
Lot No, 9 in the 4th concession of Marmors, 
and open another road between Lots 9 and 10 
in the 9th concession, 

The Committec on Roads and Bridges ro- 
sumed, 

Mr. Vermilyea moved, soconded by Mr 
Hurley, that $50 be appropriated for assisting 
to rebuild Chrysler's bridge, in the 9th con, 
of Thurlow, 

The motion was lost, after considerable dis- 
cussion. 

The petition with referenoé to the opening 
of a road by Wm, Kelly was taken up. 

Mr. Pearce moved that the prayer of the 
petition be granted, provided that Mr, Kelly 
construct the new road to the satisfaction of 
the County Sarveyor.—Carried, 

Mr, Ostrom moved, seconded by Mr. Bon- 
ter, that the County Suryeyor be authorized 
to use a quantity of timber aud other material 
on band in the construction of a guard pier at 
the Trenton sawing bridge. 

The County Surveyor was heard with ref- 
erence to the advisability of utilizing the ma. 
terial on hand at tho Trenton bridge. The 
timber thore ahould be used in some way; he 
thought tho best way to ase it would be to 
oribat and sink it. This might involve an 
expense of betwo.n $400 and $500, There 
was not enough timber there to complete the 
guard pier, but about 14 feet of pier could be 
constructed, with the amount on hand, There 
was 16 feet of water at the spot where the 
pier woult be constructed, and the total 
height of the pier would be 23 fost. 

Mr. Aylaworth was in favor of having the 
orib-work constructed, ss far as the timber 
now on hand would allow.

TERRIBLE STEAMBOAT DISASTER. 


Over Two Hundred Liyes Lost. 


MinGo Junorion, Jaly 4.—The steamer 
Scotia with about 500 passengers collided 
with the John Lomas in the middle of the 
river to night, sinking the Scotia in fifteen 
feet of water, only the pilot house being visi- 
ble, The excursionists are arriving,but they 
are so excited that no definite information as 
to the number los’ can yet be obtained. 

LaTeR —A survivor says the Sciola was 
comiug also under a full head of steam. When 
about half a mile from Mingo Junction the 
John Lomas was sighted coming down. The 
Sciota whistled for the channel, but owing to 
& misunderstanding both boats took the same 
side, the Lomas striking the Sviota and sink- 
{og herin three minut«s, The scenes on the 
Sciota were hLeartrendiug,snd the life struggle 
frightful. Tho“Lomas was only slightly dis. 
abled, and went to werk saving thorc on the 
Sciota ‘This task was rendered eavier by the 
bright moonlight, and no doubt many lives 
wore saved for this reason, It is now believed 
that the first reports wore exagge: ated and the 
loas of life will not exceed twenty. 

Sruy Larex,—It is now thought that from 
one to two hundred livos were lost. 

Mixco Junction, 0., July 5.—It is im- 
possible to ascertain the number of lives lost 
by the steamboat disaster Iast ight. Capt. 
Thomas’ son Dan, is missing. A dook-hand, 
name unknown, is also drowned, from the 
Scotia. Therestof the orew are safe, the 
firat man taken out of the water being the 
watchman, Charles MoCoy. The Lomas 
struck the Scotia on the port side, fifteen feet 
from the bow, cutting a hole through whioh 
the hull filled rapidly, and sank at once. The 
boat is now lying on the bottom of the river, 
with the water two feet deep in the tabin. 

Charles Page, assistant-engineer on the 
Scotia, said: ‘*Wo started from East 
Liverpool at 6:30, yesterdey morning, with a 
large exoursion party, off for a Kourth of July 
frolic, Wewent as far down tho river as 
Moundayillo, arriving there about 1:30 p. m. 
After lying there two hours we started for 
home, stopping at Whooling & Martins forry, 
People hailed us all along the river, but tho 
captain said wo had enough on board, and ro- 
fused to take any more, except at Steuben- 
ville, where we took on several. When wo 
collided with the Lomas, a8 near as I can 
judge, from what I heard the people saying, 
we had on board four hundred at least, and 
probably tive hundred, I was on 
watch at the (time of the accident, 
and whon the “boats whistled for pass- 
ing I noticed there was something wrong, 


but thought nothing of it, and I stepped out 
on deck for a second when I saw the Lomas 
right on us, I rushed back to my engine and 
obeyed the beil to go back, which waa im- 
modiately followed by the bell to atop, and 
then socing the boat was tast sinking, the 
engineer and I throw a skiff into the river, 
and thon ran after my coat, When I got 
back tho skiff was so fullof panio stricken 

ple that I knew it wouldsink, so 1 jumped 
into the river and struck out for the wost 
Virginia shore. In looking around me as I 
awam, Ieaw ao sight that fairly took the life 
out of mo, The water was black with strug: 
gling humanity, and tho oxprossion on the 
faces was os torribloas you oan imagine, 
Mon, women and children wore orying pito- 
ously for help, and some of the screams so 
unnerved mo that I could scarcely swim, but 
the current was Strongand as I strack out 
with allmy mightI soon got out of aight of 
the crowd in the wator, there being but two 
boys noar ™0, who managed to reach the 
shore safely witha little help from me. We 


reached tho shore it was almost impossible for

The Fire in Sherbrooke 


Suersrooxe, July 5.—The fire at the 
Grand Trunk round house was confined by 
the fire brigade to that building, the walls 
of which were very substantially construot- 
ed. The building was ¢iroular in form and 
was built thirty-one years ago, being some 
160 feet in diameter with iron roof and 
built upon the plan of Col. Gzowski. The 
fire took in an oil room used by the 
Passumpsic Railway Company, in which 
were stored some fourteen barrels of oil. 
The Quebeo Central employees succeeded 
in getting out two of that company’s 
locomotives, but before any other in the 
building could be removed, the fire drove 
the men from the wheel which moved the 
turntable, and which, unfortunately, was 
situated near the burning oil room. The 
roof fell with a terrific orash within helf an 
hour after the fire commenced burning. 
The five remaining engines underneath are 
a mass of girders and sheet iron, The 
Grand Trunk loses a Mogal engine, the 
Passumpsic two passenger engines, the lao- 
ternational one and the Quebeo Central 
part of a locomotive undergoing repairs, 
the tender, smoke stack, head light and 
connections being in another building, 
The property is almost wholly covered by 


insurance. Fortunately not a breath of 


wind was stirring, or the fire might have 
been of a more serious character in extent, 
as the yard was full of cars, principally 
loaded with lumber, besides large quantities 
of bark and lumber between freight sheds 
and other buildings.

who had an opportunity of seelng the. pa- 
pers were not only refused admission to the 
examinations, but are by the present time 
either under arrest or being arrested by 
the County Attorney under the directions 
of the Minister of Education, the intention 


being to make an example of them, which 
will probably have the effect of stamping 
out attempta of this nature.

ALEXANDRIA, 


Of the surroundings of the Canal, Alexan- 
dria is the one on which the eyes of the world 
aro at present fixed, Thia city, Egypt's cniof 
seaport, lies near the westernmost branch of 
the Nile, on the Mediterranean. It is divtant 
from Cairo 172 miles northwest, commubicas. 
iog with that city by, railway, canal, and the 
river Nile, Tho city is built on a poninosula, 
anciently the Island Pharos so called after 
the famous lighthouse of, oldeu times, one of 
the seyen wonders of the world, now replaced 
by the castle of Pharallon (Farillon). Oo the 
isthmus connecting the modern city with the 
mainland are soon the ruins of the ancient Al- 
exandria, coyering macy a mile, Tho city 
owes itn present importance to its having boon 
the main station in the overland route to India 
via Suez, with whioh oity it is connggted bya 
line of railway, Mehomet Ali fortified and 
improved both the old harbor and the now 
port, making it at once a nayal asreonal aod 
station and a large commercial contre, He 
othorwise greatly im roved the city, rostoring 
the ancient commauniostions with the Nile by 
means of the Mahmondish Canal, whioh was 
opened in 1817. Sinoo that time the popula- 
tion has quadrupled, being now upwards of 
912,000, In the annals of Pngland, Alexan- 
dria is celebrated for the groat battle that 
took place there on March 21st, 1801, between 
the French, under Monou, and the British 
troops, andor Sir Ralph Aborcrombie, who 
defeated thom, Though an agrooablo place 
to roaide in, the city {s# open to one great in- 
convenienoo—that its water supply is proca- 
rious, and liable to be out off at avy momont 
in the ovent of a hostile rising. 

CARO, 

or El Chabirch the victorious, often called 
Grand Cairo, is the modern capital of Egypt, 
and among tho Mohammodans ranke as tho 
sooond oity. Itis situated on the east bank 
of the Nile, about 12 milos above the top of 
Delta, 115 miles from tho sos, and 75 miles 
wast of Sucz, with which, as with Aloxan- 
dria, itis oonnooted by railway. Oairo is 
decevtive as to looks, boing grand at o dis. 
tance. Tho city is filthy and mean, oven

Dr. would place the alate under the table 
the pencil would fly suddenly from under 
the table on tovit, or over the heads of the 
sitters ; ifthe ‘‘atmospherio conditions” 
were favorable, a large chair which was 
always placed at a convenient distance from 
the Dr’a: chair would suddenly fly towards 
him ; and of course the raps under tho 
table and in the vicinity of the medium 
were of frequent occurrence, In every one 
of these “‘ manifestations” the Dr. was de- 
tected by different parties, at different 
times. Sunday night, Mr. Jas, Starling 
distinotly saw him throw the long penoil, 
with his thumb and finger, from the edge 
of the table over the heads of the company. 
He was also detected atterwards by Mr. J. 
Northcott and others. This is a simple 
trick, and can be done by anyone with a 
little practice. Dr Abbott, in the course 
of his only sitting, looked suddenly under 
the table while loud raps were in progress, 
and distinctly saw Slade’s heel knocking 
against the rung of his chair. Tho raps 
under the table were of course produced 
by the too of Slade’s left alipper. The 
pressures and taps were undoubtedly pro- 
duced by him. One who had pat with 
him two or three times, and closely obsery- 
ed him, could not fail to perceive that just 
before the taps and pressures would 
be made on the limbs of any of tho sitters 
ho would always pretend to be touched 
himself, and would shiver, jerk back 
his chair and look under the table—giving 
us & reason that,she was so neryous thet he 
did it instinctively, For his keen and 
practised oye, just the one glance was 
sufficient to enable him to “ take in” the 
disposition of the legs of the company, 
and he could with that snake like left leg 
of his (which he always kept under the 
table, allowing the otber to remain in full 
view of the company) touch any ef the 
sitters wherever he pleased, with an 
unerring precision, so long as they kept 
thelr Limbs in the same position. 
A close and suspicious observer 
could easily perceive, by the movement of 
Slade’s body, when he was manipulating 
his left log. On one occasion, Mr. Jas. 
Starling, who sat at the Dr.’s left, was 
touched on the left knee, Ho suddenly 
and vory vigorously raised his right foot, 
and it camo in contact with o material sub.

several times on both limbs, tho writer, 
who was sitting at Siado’s loft, suddenly 
crossed his loge immediately in front of the 
medium, so that that individual could not 
by any possibility got his foot beyond 


thom without touching, not knowlng thom 
to be in that position. In a moment there 
was a very pa pablo touch, not to soy a 
kiok, on the writer's loft aukle, and Slade 
immediately aftorwards looked under tho 


tablo, It is significant that ao long as the 
writer kopt his legs crossed in front of 
Slade, the gentleman sitting opposite Slade 
was not touched, though the party to his 
right was. As to tho passing of the ; slate 
undor the tablo, that was dono with Slado’s 
unofal left foot, which ho could bend for- 
ward so far that the too almost touched the 
front of hislog. The alate rested flat on 
tho sole of his slipper, and in this manner 
ho passed it along to anyone in the circle 
to whom ‘‘tho aspirits’’ were dirooted to 
nond it. Mr, A. MoGinnis, leaning back 
in his chair quictly, saw Slade’s foot with 
tho slate resting on it. Mr. W. Tomplo- 
ton also glanced under the table hastily on 
one occasion, but was observed by the Dr., 
and Mr. T., though he did not see the 
alate on his toot, saw the slate fall to the 
floor and Slade’s foot draw baok like light- 
ning to his chair. The spirits attempted 
four times to carry the slate to the writer, 
but failed each time, the slate falling to 
the ground bofore it could reach his hand, 
The reason given by Slade was that the 
writer held his hand beyond the magnetic 
current, and the spirits could not carry 
the slate past that current. Tho real 
reason was,that as soon as Slade announced 
that the slate had left hishand the writer 
moved his hand about eighteen inches 
from the rim of the table, where he could 
soo, if tho slate reached his hand, whether 
it was conveyed by any yisible power. (It 
is perhaps necessary to explain that 
during all these manifestations Slade insists 
that all in the circle must join hands in the 
middle of the table—thus making it neces- 
sary for them to come up close to the edge 
of the table.) On Thursday Chief Mc- 
Kinnon detected Slade twitching with his 
toe the chair of the man on his loft, and 
another gentleman distinctly saw him, with 
his left leg, wheel an arm-chair that was 
standing a few feet away, up to the table. 
Several other discoveries could be men- 
tioned if we had space to enumerate them. 
But though the triok part of the phenom- 
ens was all made clear, the slate-writing 
remained a mystery. This muoh was clear, 
that it was not the work of spirits, for the 
writer received gushing messages from 
persons still living, whose names he had 
written on the slate, These yet embodied 
spirits wrote that they were present, were 
happy to be so, and one was so kind as to 
promise to remain always with the writer— 
in the capacity of office bore, it is to be 
presumed. There was no doubt in the 
majority of minds that the messages were 
fraudulent, but how they were produced 
was a puzzle. ‘There was no doubt that 
when one of the circle wrote a name on the 
back of the slate and handed it to Slade,he 
contrived to read it while he held the slate 
under the table. As soon as tho slate was 
well under the edge of the table, the apir- 
its began to make his arm shake, and of 
course his wrist would shake and twist, 
and of course the slate, being in his hand, 
would shake and twist also—several times 
being turned completely over, so that he 
could read the name without any difficulty. 
Usually, however, he contented himself 
with allowing the slate to assume a perpen- 
dicular position, so that he could get a peep 
at the initials, without reading the whole 
name. As to how he produced the writing 
when the slate was under the table, no one 
could explain (and indeed it still remains 
unaccounted for,) It may be observed, 
however, that no message in answer to a 
question was produced, while the slate was 
in that position, which was longer than a 
dozen words or 80 ; they were always writ- 
ten in a cramped, unnatural hand, which, 
often, no one but himeelf could read ; and 
they were writtou within ashort space, not 
extending the full length and width of the 
slate, like the messages, not in reply to 
questions, which were supposed to be 
written between enclosed slates. The 
writing produced between closed slates or 
with the alate flat on the table was, more- 
over, regularly und well written, and could 
be read with ease. Several persons main- 
tained that the writing between the closed 
slates was not produced at the time when 
it was supposed to occur, but that one of 
the slates which were placed together had 
writing on it when they were placed to- 
gether, and thac Slade deceived the sitters 
by sleight of hand when he pretended to 
show each side of both slates. Several 
persona had become convinced of this, but 
noone wished to be the party to snatch 
the slatesand expose the trick. Ohief 
McKinnon, however, at a seance on Wed- 
nesday also became convinced, and decided 
to makea test. Accordingly an arrange- 
ment was made by several parties to go 
together to the sitting yesterday morning 
at 10 o'clock, and the person on whose 
arm or shoulder Slade should rest the 
two closed slates was to grasp them and 
wrest them from him as soon as the writing 
should commence. Those who were pre- 
sent at that sitting were—Ohief McKinnon, 
E. McMahon and Ald. Dickson. When 
the time forthe closed slate feat came, 
Slade reached his hand, as usual, to the 
little stand behind him that held his 
slates, selected a slate, and appeared to 
show both sides of it as well as those of the 
one onthe table. He closed them to- 
gether as usual, witha sorap of pencil 
between them, and heli them on Mr. Mo- 
Mahon’s shoulder. In a moment the 
scratching began. But it was not heard 
longer than two seconds, when Mr, Mo- 
Mahon suddenly seized the slates, wrested 
them from Slade, and laid their inner sur- 
faces open on the table. One of the alates 
was entirely covered with writing, which, 
on examination, proved to be the following, 
which ig but a specimen of all the platitudes 
that have mn supposed to come 
from the spirit-land’ through Slsde's 
mediumship, and which is given exactly as 
written, even as to punctuation :— 


“You ace all the children of tho infinite ; 
your times aro the measure of endless yoars ; 
your labors are the search from immemorial 
wigdom ; your dostiny is the joy and loye— 
now it is timo you all began to realize this 
fact and prepare to moet the change from 
earth tospirit: you cannot prepare unless 
you look more to the laws of spirit and of 
God—this is all I shall any now. God bless 
you all.” 

Slade, with the evidence of his fraud 
confronting him, did not make any attempt 
at explanation. He wilted at once, and 
appeared for a time ‘juite dazed and stupid. 
But when Ohief MoKinnon threatened to 
arrest him for fraud he begged with tears 
and sobs to be allowed to leave town, He 
acknowledged that all the phenomena which 
had taken place were frandalent, and that 
spiritualism had nothing whatever to do 
with them. Ho offered to show how he 
produced the triok which had just been 
exposed, and explained it in thie way ; 
whoo he took the slate from the stand be- 
hind him it contained the message just 
quoted, which he had written while he was 
alone, before tho sitting began. By sloight- 
of-hand mpuipylation, which is yory  onsily 
understood when apen, he mado it’ appoak 
that he wiped and showed the two idee of 
each alato, while the fact isthatho hed 
wiped and showed only ono side of the one 
that had the writing on. The scratching 
noise was produced by his finger, and the 
final tap on the slate denoting that the mos- 
sage ia complote,by the same means. When

minently interestod himself in the recent 
affair, had got him drunk, and that he 
(Slade) was not rosponsible for what ho had 
done or anid, 

Sivoo he has gono, there ate sovoral porsons 
who have had ropoated sittings with him, who 
are not aatisfied with tho explanation he gave 
of the production of writiog within the closed 
slates, They say that thoy koow tho writ 
ing could not have ocourred in that way, bo- 
cause thoy brought their own markod alates 
to tho rittings, had examined thom closely on 
both sides before the writing came, and that 
Slado had never attempted to substitute any 
other slates in place of those they brought. 
However that may bo, thero js no doubt 
whatever that the manifeststions which take 
place at night in Slade’s bedroom are produc. 
ed by himself, This was domonstrated on 
Thursday night to the complete satisfaction 
of the writer, who shared Slade’s bed with 
him for some time that night, About a quar- 
ter of an hour after the writer turnod off the 
gas and got into bed loud raps camo appar- 
ently from the back of the bed, near the wri- 
ter’s head. Slade immediately began to 
tremble and cower down in the bed, and in 
reply to the question, what was tho matter 
with him ? he said the spirits were there and 
were going to do something, for ho was being 
touched all over. The rapping continued, 
pow at the head of the bed, now at the foot, 
now apparently underneath it—Slade never 
ceasing to ahake, and press close to his bed- 
fellow, and olutch him by the arms convul- 
sively, After this interesting performance 
ba | insted for about ten minutes, Slade asked 
the writer to addrevs the spirits and ask them 
whether there would be manifestations during 
the night ; he said himyelf that ho thought it 
was rather late for them to manifest with 
much power (it was thon after 2a m,) Tho 
writer said aloud, ‘ Well, do you intend to 
produce any manifestations to-night ?” Threo 
loud raps, signifying “‘yos,” was the reply. 
Suddenly Slade rose on his left elbow and ex- 
tended his right arm over the writor’s breast. 
“ Look,” he said, ‘‘at that bright light just 
at the foot of the bed: oh, look! don’t you 
aco it? Just in the direction that I am 
pointing.” He continued in this way for 
about a minute, directing attention to a sup- 
posed light in the room, which, to 
writer’s uospiritual eyes, remained veiled in 
Egyptian darkness, Slade then pointed io 
the direotion of the bed-room door, shooting 
out bis long lithe arm suddenly over the 
writer's breast, and directing his attention to 
a most brilliant violet lightin that direction, 
He was informed that his onergetiv pointing 
was rather unnecessary for in the darkness 
his hand coald not be seen, and he was civilly 
requested to be quiet, He paid no attention 
to the request, howeyer, but almost immedi- 
ately after it was made, threw himself with 
considerable force against the writer, and 
stretched his arm far over his body. Some- 
thing was heard to clank against the side of 
the ped, and the passive occupant of the bed 
knew almost as well as its active occupant 
that somethiog was coming. He was not 
disappointed. In four or five seconds some- 
thing decidedly hard and heavy fell, as if 
from the ceiling, full on his bare shio, whioh 
lny outside the covers in case of an emergency. 
He leaned forward and clutched the object, 
and, fecling it, discovered it to be a smooth 
Walking-stick with a metal,knob, He quiet! 
placed one end on the floor and held on to it 
with his right hand, ‘‘ What was that thing 
that fell on the bed?” asked Slade, after a 
moment’s pause. ‘Only a bitaf a stick,” 
was the reply. A few minutes afterwards 
Slade began grop! with his left hand to 
find out what had me of the stick. He 
found his companion’s right arm hanging by 
the side of the bed, and he asked, presently, 
** Have you my walking-stick in your hand?” 
The fellow no doubt concealed the stiok 
somewhere near the head of the bed when 
he retired, in case any ‘‘manifestations”’ 
would be required. The writer then 
caught Slade’s both hands in his left hand and 
held them close to his breast, and demanded 
that the manifestations should continue under 
those conditions Slade protested against 
this, and alternately argued, whimpered and 
threatened, but he finally submitted. After 
a short time the writer was touched on the 
right leg several times and the rappings were 
renewed around the bed. After ying p 
for a minute or two, the writer rais is loft 
leg as quickly as he could ; it came in contact 
with Slado’s left leg, which was evidently 
performing gyrations in the air, The first- 
menti ned leg, rose higher than the other,and 
came down on it, pi ig both of Slade’s logs 
to the bed. Then grasping Slade’s wrists 
tightly, the writer requested that the mani- 
festations be continied. Slade writhed a 
little, protested much, and again threatened 
and whinod, but again submitted, with very 
little resistance—strangely enough, for he is 
very poworful in the upper of the body. 
For ten or fifteen minutes the two remained 
in that position, and during that time there 
was not the faintest suspicion of a manifesta- 
tion—not a rap, not a touch, nothing, Finally 
a cramp in the left leg, brought on by keeping 
it so long in a strained position, induced the 
writer to release Slade. He then rose, dress- 
ed himse f, and loft the groat medium to his 
dreams—not, however, without firat denounc- 
ing him as a fraud. 


Before closing we wish to say a word about 
the obaracter of this individual, apart from 
his professton of medium-juggler-swindler,and 
we ioe that this article be copied into 
newspapers throughout Canada and the 
States, so that society may be warnod against 
him, and he may be driveninto private life, 
It is impossible to entor here into a minute 
description of Slade ; but he is most assuredly 
8 creature not fit for the companionship of 
respectable people—a slave to the most hor- 
rible, abnorm! and loathsome lusts; a being 
without conscionoe, without shame, without 
honor, and withont sex. 


Is He the Genuine Slade? 


Since the foregoing article was put ia ty 
an INTELLIGENCER reporter has soon and in- 
terviewed a gontleman named W. H. Dakin 
—a travellor for a large hat and oap ostablish- 
ment in New York—who isin the city on 
business, Mr. Dakin assorts that tho man 
who has been in Belleville under the namo of 
Dr, Slade is not the real Slade, but an impos- 
ter.

SUMMARY, 


In South Hastings at the peseut time, one 
teacher holds a first class certificate, sixteen 
hold’ sevond class certificates, fsurteed have 
extended thirds from the Minister of Eduoa- 
tion, nine haye special certificates granted by 
mie on the written request of the trustees and 
on the ‘authority of tho’ Minister, anisixty 
hold third class cortitioates granted by the 
Board of Examiners. 

In January, seventeen schools were without 
teachers, and as all the qualified teachers were 
in charge ot schools, it was necesssry for me 
toask the Minister of Education to extend 
ten third olass certificates xo that the vacant 
sohools in partaof Tyeodinaga and Hunger- 
tord might be taught. And at the same time 
Thad to get his consent to allow me to give 
special cortifioates to the best owndidates to 
teach nine of the poorer schools of Tyendinaga 
aud Hunzerford 

I was sblo ‘to secure for the Wealthy seo- 
tions, second clase teachers from the Ottawa 
Normal School, and from other counties? But 
the difficulty in fulure will bo to obtain teach- 
erafor many of the poorer sections not able 
to pay high salaries. 

Phe whole amount of money raised for 
achool purposes in 188L amounted to $34,- 
126 144, being $416 40 less than in 1880 The 
orte from Trenton having boen sent by the 


above amount doos not include what was le- 
vied in that town for Separate and Pnblio 
Sohool purposes, 

An excellent brick schoul was built during 
the yoar in School Section No. 19, Sidney, at 
a coset of more than $1100, It is a orodit to 
the soction, 

This makes 50 school houses that have 
been built during the past eleven years, 

It is a fant much to be regretted that many 
trustees are by far too anxious to engage 
teachers not in the possession of legal certifi. 
cates “f qualificatioy. thinking that the section 
is too poor to pay sufficient ‘salar’ to secure 
the serv cos of a qualified teacher, It would be 
much better for such trustees to give a higher 
salary, snd thereby obtaina teacher under 
whom the scholars would lear more in one 
month than they would in three months 
under the cheap and unqualified teacher, who 
probably never had any suocessfal ex- 
perience 

Trustees of able sections are yery often de- 
ceived by teachers pretending to be. legally 
qualitied to teach in the County, 

These teachors will commence to teach in 
the echool, and aftor a time the Inspector is 
asked to ondorse some inferior certifioate 
from another county, or to grant a speolal 
certificate so that this teacher, who know 
all the time that he was not quali- 
fied, may be allowed to remain in the 
school. This causes a good deal of an- 
noyauce to both trustees and inapector. 
Lrustees and people, as soon a4 they know 
the facts, should disponse with his services at 
once, instead of finding fault booause the In 
spector refused to do what was not right. 

Thero aro many poor sootions in South 
Hastings, and it hes been difficult to procure 
good teachors for such, but in many of them the 
trustocs sooing the necessity of giving n libor- 
al salary and of kooping a good toacher in the 
school, have done much to raiso the standard 
of Education in their locality. One of those 
sohools is sending four candidates to write at 
tho Intermodiate oxamination, and from what 
I know of their attainments, | am oortain 
they will give a good account of thomsolvos. 

In many schools the teachers aro changed 
too frequently. ‘This is dot always tho fault 
of trusteos, but io many oases the teachors are 
desirous of leaving to secure botter schoola 
whore highor sslaries are paid, and many a 
section loses the services of a faithful and 
officiont teachor by refusing to give a fow dol- 
lars extra in salary, 

If » teacher is teaching the soholara thor- 
oughly and well, and showing a doop and 
lively interost in tho welfaro of ovorything 
portaining to the school, ho should not bo 
allowed to loavo for the sake of a fow dollars 
in salary, but if ho is caroloss and {odifferent 
the sooner ho is romoved the bettor for all 
oonoorned, 

In all the good schools of South Hastings 
the teachors havo all boon in charge for yoars, 
and it is noodloss to say that these sohools aro 
in a high state of officionoy.

It is likely the European quarter has been 
seriously damaged, Several shells from the 
Inflexible wore seon to burat immediately over 
the centre of the town, 

Lonvon, July 12:—In the House of Com- 
mons, Sir Charles Dilke said so far as he was 
aware Admiral Seymour merely cautioned 
mervhant vessels that they pass through the 
Suez Canal at their own risk. He was un- 
aware that torpedoes had been laid in the 
Canal. 

Lonvon, July 12.—Inthe House of Com- 
mons Mr, Gladstone said he had made com- 
munications to other Governments with re- 
gard to the free navigation of the Suez Canal, 
which he thought it his duty to make,

My Dear Sin, I take this early opportu-

The Hgyptian Orisis and its Origin. 
Early in the presout year sorious diffioultios 
arose in Egypt betwoon tho Counoil of Towfik 
Pasha, Iemail’s son and successor, and the 
English ond French Comptrollers’ of the 
Egyptian finances, by whom the government 
of the country had been substantially mono. 
polized, Atthattime England ond Frano 
joined in a note to the Khedive to the effect 
that they intended 6 ‘maintain his authority 
on tho only adequate guarantee of order in 
Egypt. ho note exasporated Arabi Boy and 
the native loaders, who wero bent on seourin 
a voice for the Eaypeaae in the financial ad- 
mipjetration of their own ‘country, and ‘tho 
loos] excitement became intenso when Uhorit 
Pashs, speaking for the Khedive bat reall 
acting under French and English iofluence, cal- 
led npon tho Egyptian Assemply to surrendor 
ite right of action upon the budget, This tho 
Ass}mbly refased to do, On the 4°h of Febn- 
ary Chorif Pasha resigned and Arabi Boy was 
called into the Khedive’s council as Minister 
of War. Thon began that contest for supre- 
macy in Egypt between tho Egyptian Na- 
tionalists represented by srabi Bey and . the 
Edgtish and French Governmoats which led 
in’ May to ao earnest but ineffectual efforts 
made by the French Consul-Generrl to induce 
Arabi Bey and his special supporters to leave

The immediato causo of the existing atate of 
4uarohy and rebellion in the country was the 
refusal of the Khedivo to rectify the sentence 
of g court-martic! vondemning some fifty 
officers of the army, most of whom were of 
Turkish or Circassian origion, to be dograded 
from their rank, shorn of their decorations, 
and sent into exile in the distant pro- 
yindes of the Soudan, These officers had been 
chatged with conspiring against the life. ot 


Arabi Bey, Mivister of War, and the Court 


Was composed of men sll friends to Arabi. 
Many have no doubt that the chargs was in 


the main unfounded, thoogh many officers ‘us 
well as civilians had expressed themselves as 
opposed to Arabi and his creatures) And looked 
forward anxiously tothe time when either 


Turkey or the Powers should interfere and 
putastopto the farce. The court martial 


however, was a packed one, and irrespective 
of what evidenon might be heard before it, was 
predeterminéd to get rid of, wholesale, the 
non-conforming spirits ot the army, The 


Khedive, in the exerciee of his sovereign pre, 


rogative, was, with the knowledge of the facts 
before’him, quite within the bounds of that 
prerogative when he refused to confirm the 
sentenoe of the court-martial, and was streng- 
thened in his deterinination by the knowledge 
that tue Sultan approved his action, and by 


the assurances of the Conauls-General of Eng- 


land and France that their Government would 


support him also, 


The attempt wasthen made to coerce the 


Khedive into withdrawing the deoree modi- 
fying the sentence into one of simplo exile, 
epee a was threatened, and the aid of 

ogland and France ‘was invoked, ‘Arabi,

dive was master of the situation. But his 
wily adversary took heart of grace from the 
fact that in the consequent negotiations only 
the Frenoh waited onthe Kbedive to deliver 
the instructions, which were really those of 
England also, to the effect that if Arabi and 
the army didnot bow tothe will of Europe 
a Turkish iatervention would bo the result. 
Arabi began to suspect that England and 
France were not in accord in the mattor, and 
refused to resign. Qo this the English end 
French Cotisuls-General at once presented a 
joint ultimatum to the effoot that the Minis. 
try should resign; that Arabi Pasha should 
leaye the country ; and that other officors 
named ‘should retire to thoir native vil- 
lages. Had England intervened, alone to 
compel Arabi Bey, and hia special supporters 
to leave Egypt at that time, it is probable that 
she would bave accomplished her purpose, 
But the counoils of th British Goyernment 
wére perturbed by the assamed necessity of 
acting jn concert with France, The Minis. 
try, after considering tho ultimatum for two 
days’ resigaod, Then begauthe trouble, The 
Khedive reosiyed a telegram from the Com. 
mandant at Alexandria to the effect that if 
Arabi were not reitstated as Minister of War 
within twelve hours he could not answer for 
the public safety of Alexandria. On the re- 
oeipt of this telegram, the Khedive seut for 
the maloontent officers of the Oairo garrison, 
and informod them that he took the come 
mand of the army, ordering, them to conhne 
their troops to barracks and not to make any 
military dispositions without orders from 
him. The behavior of the officers in the 
presence of the Khedive was most insolent, 
and one ofthem, Abdaul-al Pasha, turning 
to Ali Pasha Pehmi, while the Khediye was 
still speaking, said, ‘‘ It is evident we oan do 
nothing with this follow,’ and turning their 
backs on Hie Highness loft the audience cham- 
ber, without salasming, 

How the Khedive knuckled down, and how 
he and Arabia kissed and ‘‘ made friends,” is 
now a matter of history. Tho massaoro 
which eonaued at Alexandria, when Europ. 
eans were murdered right and left, while the 
two fleets lay idle in the harbor, because the 
Frenob Government hesitated to authorize its 
representatives to act, wore all duoto the 
Arabi’s intluonce and the powerlessness of the 
Khedive, Even now England, of the vari- 
ous Powers, is treading the wine-press alono, 
France, as it ls thought, under the prossure 

ut upon her by Germany at Constantinoplo, 
Paving withdrawn from tho joint demonatra- 
tion, When the former Power has demolish- 
od Alexandria and overthrown Arabi Boy, 
it will be in order for Europe to decide what 
stops shall be taken to ‘‘maintain ordor in 
Egypt,” and then will begin the roal work of 
roadjusting the relations of that country not 
only with the western Powers but with tho 
Sublime Porte,

for the seamen fought with as much dash 
and daring as did their progenitors at 
Aboukir, Copenhagen, Trafalgar, or olse- 
where under the greatest of England's ava- 
kings, whilst the officors showed the same 
courage and enterprise as in days of yore, 
What, for instance, could be more gallant 
than the laying of the gunboat Condor in 
front of one of the forts, a single shot 
from the heavy guns of which would have 
sunk her, and peppering away at the 
Egyptians until three of their cannon were 
dismounted by the Condor’s shor? It wos 
a deed worthy even of the great Dundon- 
ald—perhaps the most daring officer who 
ever wore the British uniform at sea. 
This action will have an excellent effect on 
the morale of the service, and will cause 
foreigners to regard the British navy with 
much more respect than they have been 
acoustomed to do of late years. 

Unfortunately all that the fleet might 
have done couldnot be accomplished be- 
cause of the very heavy seaon the second 
day of the bombardment. Humanitarian 
reasons demanded that the city should be 
spared, and as the heayy rolling of the ships 
would haye prevented acourate aim, and 
some of the shot might have flown into the 
city, the guns remained sileut with the 
exception of half a dozen shots, during the 
day. Taking advantage of these ciroum- 
stances, Arabi and the troops forming his 
garrison escaped, and with true oriental 
barbarity, gave the city to pillage and the 
flames. The convicts who were liberated 
by the usurper’s order slaughtered a large 
number of Ohristians and foreigners and 
made off with their property. 

Had five thousand British troops been at 
hand, the capture of Arabi and his garrison 
would have been assured, but the troops 
have yet to arrive, and meanwhile a con- 

~ tingent of marines and seamen have been 
landed from the fleet to extinguish the fire 
and put a stop to the robbery by the Be- 
douins, who are plundering indiscriminately. 

Arabi now finds bimself at the head of a 
force of about 50,000 men well armed, re- 
putedly well disciplined, but lacking sadly 
in the chief attribute of the soldier, namely 
courage. Within a few days a considerable 
British force will be prepared to confront 
him, and a week or so hence a large force 
of Sepoys from India will also be landed in 
Egypt. [It is, however, quite possible that 
Arabi will submit without fighting, as the 
conference which has been sitting at Oon- 
stantinople has decided that the Egyptian 
army must be disbanded, and replaced by 

_ gendarmerie, His refusal to obey this man- 
date will array the great powers in hostility 
to him, and so he may possibly bow to the 
Inevitable. In any case, his career will be 
s short one, and its termination will be a 
blessing to the down-trodden people of 
Egypt.

OELEBRATIONS IN THIS VICINITY. 


SPRINGBROOK, 

Fally threo thousand persons took part in 
oslobrating the Battle of the Boyne at Spring- 
brook, For days previous active preopara- 
tions hod been made for ontertaining tho 
hundreds that were expected, but notwith- 
standing that the hundreds became thousands, 
so ample had been the proparations that overy- 
one was provided for, 

Following the example sot by the Orange- 
men of Hungerford, who ws beliove were 
tho first to inaugurate the movement, the 
demonstration was utilized for a nobler pur- 
pose than that of a mere display, and the 
result of Wodnosday’s demonstration was that 
a churoh bas betwoen four and five hundred 
dollars added to its building fund. 

The day was an ideal July day, and all 
those elements which go to make up what 
is known as ‘‘Queon’s weather” helped to make 
the demonstration a success, 

About ten o’clook the various Orange 
Lodges which had assembled, consisting of the 
eight lodges of districts Nos. 1 and 3, North 
Hastings, and one lodge of Orange Young 
Britoas, were marshalled into procession, and 
headed by the band of the 49th Hastings 
Rifles, marched from Harold to Springbrook, 
and then returned to a beautiful grove, where 
tables had been laid, and where dinner was to 
be provided, 

The dinner had been prepared by the ladies 
of the Methodist Church of Canada, living at 
or near Springbrook, and if ever ladies have 
‘deserved liberal thanks” it was the ladies 
referred to. The tables fairly groaned under 
their contents, and the supply was so great 
that notwithstanding that fully fifteen hun - 
dred persons must have sat downto dinner, 
an announcement was made that tea would 
be served, as there waa plenty left.

If the day is fine the Queen drives to 
Frogmore in an open carriage, and there 
breakfasts in the house, unless the weather 
is very hot, when Her Majesty takes the 
mesl ina tent on the lawn, and reads 
her private letters and newspapers. The 
Queon never takes up a newspaper that 
hea not been previously perused by a lady 
in waiting, who marks all the passages 
which she thinks would interest Her 
Majesty, who is supposed to look at noth- 
ing that isnot marked. Afterwards the 
Queen goes to another room or to another 
tent and proceeds to the business of the 
day ; there are seldom less than twenty, 
and often more than thirty boxes to be gone 
through, anda groom is kept conttantly 
riding between the Queen at Frogmore 
and Sir Henry Ponsonby at the Oastle. 
After about three hours of incessant work 
her Majesty drives back to the Oastle with 
the boxesin the carriage, and they are then 
carried up stairs on a tray, and sorted and 
despatched by Sir Henry Ponsonby. ‘Chen 
her Majesty lunches with Princess Beatrice 
and any other members of her family who 
are at the oastle; and, unless there is any 
ceremony of state appointed for the daythey 
afterward take a walk inthe sunk garden 
or on the slopes,and later go out for a drive, 
On their return they retire for a little neo- 
easory rest before preparing fordinner, which 
brings tho day’s visitors. The only part of 
the Queen’s daily routine which never varies 
is the morning work, which comes as regu- 
larly as that of any clerk in the oity, and 
everything is done by her Majesty with con- 
scientious thoroughness. The Queen looks 
into everything hereelf and the public have 
little idea of the prodigious number and va- 
riety of subjects which come up before her 
for decision. It is an axiom among all who 
have served the Queen that if they only get 
their case looked into by hor Her Majesty, 
strict justice is assured. At Windsor her 
life is more laborious than elsewhere, from 
the incessant visitors and ceremonies, and 
the impossibility of getting away from the 
pomp and pageantry of a Oourt. There is

Ratway Buruping.—-According to 
Poor's Manual the number of miles of 
railway built during the past year exceeded 
nine thousand and three hundred, whioh Is 
the greatest mileage yet reached in any year 
in the history of railroad building in the 
United States.

of this County andNorthumberland. Near 
Oampbellford three men have made this 
their special business and are making 
money out of it. These men are Ohristo- 
pher Keller, hisson Roderick, and John 
Brody. ‘‘Oa Monday morning,” says the 
Oampbellford Herald} ‘they shipped 115 
pounds, and since the firat of June, when 
they first commenced operations, they have 
shipped between 700 and 800 pounds. 
They have been catching in the river be- 
tween Heeleys Falls and Hastings, but on 
Tuesday las}, they changed their ‘fishing’ 
grounds to Rice Lake. The largest frogs, 
—or the meat which remains after one is 
dressed—weigh about four ounces, four of 
them making a pound.

~ The Manufacture of Iron. 


As the corporation of the olty have been 
engaged in negotations with parties for the 
establishment of iron smelting works hore 
and are likely to haye proportions of a 
similar kind from other parties, the fol- 
lowing will bo of interest. It ia an extract 
from a speech delivered by Mr. E. B, 
Bulkley, President of the Jefferson Iron 
Company of Antwerp, Now York, ato 
moeoting held in Utioa to consider the pro- 

ject of establishing an iron amelting fur- 
nace in that city :— 
The main point about a blast furnace, and 
I have In my mind many cases whore failure 
has come for the lackof it, is to keep con- 
stantly in mind perfect uniformity of iron 
you are to make, You want to take to some 
ore and then keep to it year after year, You 
ean make iron hore, cheap, very cheap. From 
our own ores as we have them, in northern 
New York, we bave for years made fron 
which has commanded the highest price in 
the market. That could be mixed to some 
extent with your native ores, and the product 
thus reduced in cost, There is no reason why 
a blast furnace hore, under management 
and with amplo oapital, oould not make a 
handsome return. You can mako an iron 
hore which will bo as good as government 
bonds. As faras tho furnace itsolf is con- 
cerned there are men who make it a business 
to supply those entire. Such » furnace as | 
should think you would want here in Utica, 
turning cut from forty to seventy tons of iron 
a day, would costin round .umbers about 
$100,000, It Aapenda agood deal ou what 
ovens you use, I should suppose that a cap- 
ital of $200,000 would be enough You want 
amplo capital, What kills people in the iron 
business is compelled to sell at all stages 
of the market. I do not .ee how such iron as 
spoken of could ooat you over $15 or $16 aton, 
and that would lave you a handsome margin, 
even at the t market, and that is not 
high I should think you could make iron 
from our northern ore alone, for $16 a t n, 
But be sare, from the start, to make a food 
thing, and it is sure of a good market. at 
is what, so far as my knowledge extends, has 
‘oaused the failures in this vicinity within the 
past fifteen or sixteen years. They mado one 
kind of iron one week and another the next. 
They whiffied about too much. That ie what

$100,000 ought to equip you with a blast 
furnace of about fifty tons capacity a day, and 
give you a moderate amount of land.

They are Returning. 


In La Minerve, of Montreal, we find the 
following satisfactory information ;— 

“The other day the return was announc- 
ed of 70 French Uanadian families from 
Cohoes, in the United States, who immedi- 
ately found employment in the cotton 
factories of St. Henri. Seventy Canadian 
families returning to their country is not 
enormous as one of our contemporaries 
says, but it affords much reason to hope. 

“It would be a mistake to believe that the 
movement of repatriation is limited to 
seventy families. They may be counted 
by hundreds. Last spring a detachment of 
300 families, set out to establish themselves 
onlandin Manitoba. As those families 
had been preceded by a great number of 
others from New England as well as from 
the Western States, who haye already 
formed several fine French Parishes in 
Manitoba. 

‘It has been ascertained at the Customs 
that more than 8,000 Canadians haye re- 
turned from the United States, the great- 
est number being of French origin. The 
employees of the sugar retnery at ‘Karn- 
ham bre almost all repatriated. The work- 
men employed by Mr. Rolland in his great 
paper factory at St, Jerome will also be 
Canadians who have gained their special 
knowledge in the factories of Lowell and 
other places. 

“To what do we owe the return of these 
exiles! To that protection which permits 
us to create a national industry! To that 
protection which permits our conpatriots to 
find in their own country the work which 
they went to beg from our neighbors !”

Irwin vs. the Board of Hducation. 


JUDGMENT OF JONION JODGR FRALECK, 

, The oaso of Irwin vs. tho Board of Educa- 
tion {s one well known to our readers gouor- 
ally, Mr. John Irwin, for neyoral years Head 
Mastor of the Pablio School Department in 
this olty, and Mastor of the Mo fe! School for 
South Hastings, sued the Board of Education 
for tivo yoara’ salary as Master of the Model 
School, at $200 per annum. Tho Board re- 
sisted the olaim and the case was tried before 
Judgo Fraleck, who has given a verdict for 
the defendants, The case being one of unu- 
sual ublic interest, we herewith present tho 
judgment ip fall -— 

Tho plaintiff seoks tu recover of the Board 
of Edhoation of the City of Belloyille $1,000, 
as follows: ‘For work, labor, and services 
‘*done and performed by myself as Teachor of 
‘*the| Model School in the said Oity during 
‘five annual Sossions, from tho lst day of 
‘September A.D, 1877, at the rate of 0 
“* for each Session.” 

Thero was also a claim made for money had 
and received from the Department of Educa. 
tlon and from the County of Hartings, to be 
paid to the plaintiff for services for five Bes: 
tions, &o, 

It was objected on behalf of the defendants 
that this Court had no jurisdiction to try this 
oase 4s to *! money had and received,” and the 
plaintiff must abandon that part of his claim, 

Lam of the opinion that the Statute clearly 

ves this Court j livtion, ‘* All matters 

difference between the Drusteos and teach- 
ere in rogard to salary or other remuneration, 
shall be brought and decided in the Division 
Court,” &0.—R, 8. O. chap, 204, sec, 165 

From the evidence, it, appears, that a 
Model School for the training of teachers was 
established in the City of Bolleville duriag 
the summer of 1877, 

Various resolutions of the Board of Eduoa- 
tion in respect to this Model School were 
passeil in the month of August, of said year, 
copies of which were, by consent 6f ‘both 
counsel for the Plaintiff and Dofendants, filed 
as oxhibits in this suit. 

Thre was, it appears, from some of the ro- 
solutions, some doubt as to establishing the 
Model School ia what is called Pablio Sohool 
No: 4, for the City, on account of the Pyain- 
tiff, who was the Head Master, not having a 
first olasa Provincial certificate,as roquired by 
the etatute, and consequently not qualified, 
the words of the statute being :— 

“ No'sohool shall be made a County Model 
‘School tnless the following requisites are 
“oomplied with: (1.) The Head Mastor 
“mut hold a firat class Pr viaoial certificate, 
"*&o., ko.” S6e'lpage 194, Compendium * of 
School Law, seo, 2, 

It was, howeyor, finally determised to es- 
tablish the Model School in Sehool No. 4, as 
the building afforded the best adoomuiddation. 

It was shown that. \the plaintiff did not, at 
that time, nor was it disclosed by the. evi- 
dynoe, that he has at any time since, held a 
firat-olass Provingial cortifidate. 

he . Plaintiff, had-been appointed Head 
Master of school No, 4 (afterwards oalled the 
Union School) for the year commenolng let 
September 1877, by | resvlution of the Board, 
passed some time in August, and before. the 
establishment of the Model School, at a salary 
of $750 per annum, but did not sign agres- 
ment untilafter its eatablishment,\:and of 
which he was aware, 

In the Plaintiff's echool there were some 
four er five adststant teachers. 

It was shown that tho Plaintiff was ro- 
engaged by the Board as Head Teacher of said 
school for each succeeding year at the same 
salary ($750 perannum) and the sgreement 
ot the Plaintiff with the defendanta—five in 
number—are filed as exhibits, in this suit, 
None of those agreements provide for extra 
nalary as teacher of the ModelSoliool, nor is 
any reference to the'Model School, made at all 
in the said agreements, 

A Model School was held during the year 
1877, and in each and ovefy suodééding year 
up to the present, commencing about the firat 
of September and continuing for about eight 
weeks during each year. ‘Tho plaintiff duri 
these years performed the duties as Hea 
Master of the Model School, with the excep- 
tion of lecturing during ths hours from eight 
to nine or foir ty five. The plaintiff was as- 
sisted by the other teachers of the Central 
School, 

From twenty to thirty teachers attended 
each session of tho training or Model School, 

It was stated by tho’ plantiff in his evidence 
that he never mado auy agreement, verbal or 
otherwise, with the defendants in ert to 
any extra salary for servios performed in re- 
spect to the Model School,\also that he’ n-ver 
demanded from tho defendants any extra 
aslary for services except that during the 
winter following his engagement in 1877 he 
spoke to Mr. Crozier, who was.then the Soo- 
retary of the Board. Ho asked Mr. Orcaior 
for the $200, being the amount of the Govern- 
ment and County grant. Mr. Crozier stated 
that he had no authority fromi the Board to 
psy this sum. He then concluded ‘to allow 
the $200 per year to acoumulate, That he 
never at any time mentioned to the defend. 
ante nor to andy member of tho Board that 
he claimed anything from the. Board as a 
teacher of the Model School or. that he intend- 
ed to claim the Government sod County grant 
until about the commencement of this suit. 

The defendants, since the Model School has 
been established, have recoived $750 from the 
Government and from the County,'and there 
is for the past! year the $100 required to be 
paid by the Qounty in the hands of tho 
County Troasurer ready to be paid over, 

Evidence of the Inspeoter to the effect that 
he mentioned to the Board, as an inducement 
for them to establish this Model Sohool, the 
Government grant of $100 ‘por annum and 
that he would ani afterwards did induce the 
County Council to’ grant the like sum of 
$100 tothe Board, was tendered by the 
plaintiff but ‘was objected to, I admitted 
this evidence,so as to have all the facta of the 
case before mo, but 1 do not think pata 
which took place betwoon the defendants a 
the Inspector, aa disclosed by the ovidenge, 
affects thle caso, 1 think the Inspector acted 
in an individual capacity. 

I think that a Model School when establith- 
od is something incidental to or arising out 
of » Commoa School. It is a Common 
School aod something more,’ viz s—bosidos 
the ordinary work of the school it is, for tho 
time boing, » sohool for the purpose of train. 
ing inoxporlenced teachers, and besides the 
suporintonding and instracting tho teschors 
during class hours by the Head Master and 
his assistants, a lecture is required to bo 
givon by the Hload Mastor oithor before or 
aftor school hours daring the sossion, 

Thoro ia no evidence that the Plaiatiff did 
not perform his duties offi iontly. I am of 
the opinion that neithor the defendants por 
the Department of Education, altor aocoopt- 
ing the Plajatiff’s sorvices, can now 46 he 
was not qualified, He performed the duties 
and his services wero acoopted, Inspectors 
of Model Schools, Mosesra, Tilley and Roos, 
visited this Modol Sohool and reported favor: 
ably. 

The Plaintiff, to ruccood in this action, I 
think, must oatabliah tirat a contract with the 
Defondants, exprossed or implied; or second, 
hia right to the amount of the anoual Grane 
from tho Dopartmont of Education and tho 

Jounty.

When they caunot 
give people first class acoommodation they 
should not charge first class rates, In all 
other respects I oan commend the line.

Researches on Lung Disease, 


Fresh proof has lately been obtained b: 
M. Giboux of the danger iniair expired by 
consumptives. He experimented with four 
young rabbits of thesame litter, and born 
of healthy parents, Two of them were kept 
105 days in a large wooden case, with side 
gratings, into which was introduced daily a 
quantity (about 20,000,cnbic centimtores) of 
air expired by animals in a ‘consumptive 
state. This operation waa performed at 
midday and in the evening, and at, each 
time the gratings were kept closed for two 
hours, In another quite similar.case, the 
two other rabbits were similiarly treated, 
except that the impure air was made: to 
traverse in its way to the case some wad- 
ding impregnated with oarbolio acid. The 
rabbita in the first oase, before long,showed 
loss of appetite, intense thirst, ‘Hatlessness, 
diarrhosa, and loss of flesh. On being’ kill- 
ed, both were found to haye tubercles ip 
the lungs, the liver and the kidneys, these |.

The Ottawa Free Press grumbles at tho 
enforced inaction of the British in Egypt, 
owing to the lack of troops to oncounter 
Arabi’s foroes in the field, and holds that

Doubtless Admiral Seymour is as oompotent

The Stolen Child Keturned 


(From tha Star, July 19.) 


Tho Star, after roforring to the unsuccessful 


efforts to reouver Mr Smith's atolen obild, 


says 

About half-past 9, howevor, while the do- 
tootiyos wore atill discussing with Mr, Smitb, 
at his reaidonoo, tho fruitioas roaulta of tho 
efforta of the police, Mr. Alexander Shaw, of 
J. H. Shaw & Co., arrived with the intolli- 
gonoe that the lost ohild bad really been 
found, and that it was eyon then at the 
residence of his brothor, Mr, Henry J. Shaw, 
211 Pool stroct. Neither Mr, Smith, the detoo- 
tive nor anyone of Mr Smith's family was will- 
log at firet to give credence to the report, 
foaing that if thoy allowed their hopes to be 
raised, it would be to have them again rath: 
losely dashed to the ground, Mr, Shaws ro- 
lation of the ciroumstancos to the friends of the 
ohild served, howover, to reassure the family, 
and Mr. Smith and the detootive soon took a 
carriage and drove with him quiokly to his 
brother’sresidonco. Upon entering and soo- 
ing his ohild before him alive and uninjured, 
the fathor’s doubts had to flee. Ho olaspod 
the little follow to his bosom with unoonoeal- 
od emotions of joy, while the child upon see- 
ing his father onoe more, in his simplicity 
bogan to ory. 

Miss Caldwell, a relative of Mr, Shaw, and 
who first discovered tho child at the residence 
of Mr, Shaw, related to our reporter this 
morning, the following particulars :— 

**A littlo beforo halt-past 9 o’olook,we wore 
sitting in the sitting-room, talking, when the 
bell rang very violoatly. 1 wont dowa tothe 
door, and found a little child sitting on the 

p step. Asloponed the door the obild 
hae to me and begantoory. Before I took 
the child in, I notioed a parcel beside it, 
Other inmates of the house oame down, and 
someone said at onoe, ‘That is the obild |’ 
Afterward we took it in and sent immediately 
for Mr, Smith,” 

“Did the child say anythiag ?” 

“No; we vould not gesa word from tho 
ohild at all, He soomed frightened and stupe- 
fied.” 

“Did you see auybody bub the ohild when 
you went to the door ?’”’ 

“Leawaman cross Burnside place and 
turning the ovrner come up Peel street, and 
he passed tho house as we took thochild in.” 

‘ How was the child dressed ?”’ 

“It had on a brown stuff dress, and brown 
stockings extending up to the knees, and a 
palr of drawers ; it had nothing on its head 
and no shoes. Thore was half of a postal oard 
fastened with a string to its sleeve and on the 
oard was legibly written in a man’s handwrit- 
ing: ‘Please retura to Mr, Smith,283 Moun- 
tain street.’”’ 

Mr, Alex. Shaw, brother of Mr, H, J, 
Shaw, who with his wife happened to be at 


BS house at the tims the child was discovered, 


adds tothe above: ‘‘I went to Mr, Smith's 
house and informed him that his lost boy was 
found. Heoould sosrcely believe it. He, 
however, hurriedly put on his coat to go with 
me, When I wentinto the house } saw a 
man talking with Mr. Smith, and suspeoting 
that they were negotiating for the return of 
the ohild, I thought I would break off any. 
such possible negotiations and so announced 
at once that the child was found and was at 
my brother's house, I was much surprised 
by his slowaess in oreditiog my statement. 
Mrs, Smith, also, did not oredit the news, and 
said, ‘Itoan’t bs possible !’ I suppose their 
‘noredulity was duo to the report which oame 
earlier in the evening through a letter carrier, 
and which had proved false, I afterwards 
found that it was Detective Arcand who was 
in conversation with Mr. Smith. We went 
over to my brother's house, and the poor little 
fellow oried when he saw his father, but not 
a word could be got out of him ; he could not 
speak,” 

“There was not,” continued Mr. Shaw, 
“‘tho slightest indication of any person around 
when I got downto thedoor. Tho young 
woman who answered the bell, was frighten- 
ed when she first eaw the obild, and was 
afraid totake itup, The servant girls all 
over town seem to have been frightened by 
the abduction. My own servant girl was 
afraid to go down to the door last night, She 
shut the door and windows, and would not 
sleep alone, The affair has produced a very 
marked sensation among the families of the 
city, mothors especially being deeply impress- 
ed with the danger with whioh their own little 
darlings are threatened, but have hitherto 
escaped,” 

Mr. Sinith, accompanied by Detective Ar- 
cand, took little Arthur home and restored 
him to the arms of his recently distracted but 
now overjoyed mother. Shoe olayped him in 
her arms while tears ot .joy ran down her 
cheeks. Arthur seemed to have had a good 
time, but nevertheloss appeared delighted to 
be at home once more.

| commitment to Portland discovered to be in

| firmary, where, after languishing for noar

‘His ante-mortem oonfession, made in 
|.the presence of the prison chaplain, the 
governor of the jail, and a Justioe of the 
peace, is as follows :—

THE ARMIES FAOE TO FACE. 


ALEXANDRIA, July 24,—The sixtieth rifles 
marohed to ocoupy Ramleh this morning, 
Thore was some skirmishing. The 35th in- 
fantry has been ordered to support the 60th. 

The bulk of Arabi’s infantry aro reported 
concentrated at Aldami El Fas, tho troops at 
Kafr El Dwar being chiofly artillery. ’ 

Cavalry inspector Cadastral’s survey, ar- 
rived from the intorior,reports the total force 
of the rebels as being nearly a hundred 
thousand. Hoe says a Volunteer Cavalry Re- 
giment is forming to attack Alexandria, Ara. 
bi’'s front fell-back last evening to the other 
sideot Ramleh, thus forcing the above men- 
tioned operations on the British, 

Loxpon, July 24.—The question of Turkish 
intervention has been practically decided by 
the fact that an expedition cannot be sent 
without denuding the distant provinces of 
troops and even reducing the garrison of Con- 
stantinople, . 

AtexanpriA, Jaly 24th.—Tho Rifles and 
Mounted Infantry ocoupied Ramleh oarly this 
morning. They stationed one Gatling and 
one field guo at the bridge over the (Canal. 
The enemy's cavalry appeared, pad galled 
boldly along the railway at 300 yards range, 
but fled upon a volley being fired. Aftera 
short time they reappeared with two guns, 
with which they opehed fire ineffectually upon 
the British, who took to cover, By 9 o’clook 
firing had ceased, but the enomy was expected 
to reappear with reinforcements. 

Crowther, one of the two English engineers 
reported massacrod at Tantah, has arrived 
here, 

The commander of the forts at Aboukir, 
though flying a flag of truce, refused to allow 
any Englishmen to enter the fort. He ts 
probably really holding the fort in the {ntoy- 
est of Arabi, 

Arabi occupleg 49 oxtended line from 
Marootis to Aboukir, His force is eati- 
matedat 7,000.. Tho first skirmish lasted 
about an hour. One or twoEnglish wore hit 
and several Egyptians wero seen to fall, 
Arabi is again advancing.

A Ship's Fins. 
(From the New York Graphic.) 


A Bostonian, Mr. John MoAdams, has 
perfected an arrangement which,he asserts, 
will bring any yessel, however large and 
fast, steaming, to a dead atop in from one 
to ten feet, and will hold her steady as a 
rock, with fullsteam on. ‘The invention 
he térms a “‘ship brake,” and attached to 
this contrivance isa self-acting appliance 
whioh during dark nights of thick or foggy 
weather, will render impossible, in his 
opinion, any collision with floating bodies, 
such as boats, ships, icebergs, or with sub- 
merged bodies in the ahape of mudbanks, 
shoals, rocks or piers, The device consists 
of a pair of iron shuttersor “‘tius” hinged 
one on each side of the stern post of a ves- 
sel, and shutting close to its side from the 
stern post forward. The ‘‘fins” are kept 
tightly closed by a simple apparatus on 
deck, which is connected with the pilot 
house, and when “‘let go” the stays con- 
nected with the ‘‘fins” allow them to open 
at right angles with the ship, bringing it 
at once to a standstill, and holding it fast 
as if anchored. 


Rep River anp Lake Superson Oana. 
—A call has been issued fora convention 
at Duluth on the 15th August, for the ool- 
lection and dissemination of knowledge 
with reference to this enterprise, for the 
mutual interchange of views, and for the 
inauguration of such measures as may be 
deemed advisable, looking to the construo- 
tion of the Red River and Lake Superior 
Uasnal. It is said, in the ciroular calling 
the convention, that forty miles of canal 
with slight improvement of existing water- 
ways will connect the Red River of the 
North with Lake Superior by canal and 
slack water navigation. The lift will be 
less than that of either the Erie or Wel. 
laud Oanals,and the total cost but a fraction 
of the cost of either of those works, Tho 
Red River of the North and ita connecting 
waterways furnish four thousand miles of 
navigable waters, on whioh are already om- 
ployed more that thirty steamers, most of 


which carry both freight and passengers. 
The proposed route of the Oanal is from 
Grand Forks, Dakota, up the Red Lake 
River and Lake, and iatermediate streams 
and lakes to Lake Superior ot Duluth. 
The 4,000 miles of navigable waters in tho 
Red River system, is in the valleys of the 
Red, Assiniboine and Saskatchewan 
Rivers and Lake Winnipeg, the best 
wheat lands of the continent,

Tue Nitometer,—To determine the 
degree of elevation in the water of the 
Nile, and to indicate the time when the 
canal sluices should be opened, an instru- 
ment known as the nilometer was invent- 
ed in Bruce’s time. It was Jocated on an 
island in the river between Ghizeh and 
Osiroand was in the form of a round 
tower, enclosing o marble-lined well or 
cistern. The bottom of this well was on 
the same level as the bottom of the river, 
which had free access to it, In the middle 
of the well rose a thin column, with eight 
faces of blue and white marble—the foot 
of which wason the ssme plane as the 
bottom of the river. This column was 36 
feet in height and was so marked off that 
the exact degrev of the river’s rise from 
time to time could be easily ascertained. 
Besides being used to glve notice of the 
proper time to open the canal, it served as a 
rule of taxation, which was proportioned 
to the rise of the water. No doubt this or 
some instrument which serves the same 
purpose, isstillin use. The invention of 
the nilometer is attributed to very ancient 
times.

He is, however, strengthening his 
position hourly, At daybreak this morning his 
men (many without uniform) were driven like 
slaves while working on the entrenchments. 
The British experienced much difficulty in 
moving their guns without waggons, without 
which it is impossible to assume the offensive, 
to Ramleh. Directly a sufficient number of 
heavy guns are placed in position, an attempt 
will be made to dislodge Arabi without expo- 
sing the troops. Gunners and guns from the 
fleet are going to the front. 

The Inspector of Cadastre at Tantah, says . 
I sawjwomen there oarrying, tied to bludgeons, 
dismembered arms and legs of massacred 
Europeans, The soldiers and rabble fought 
for the booty. A Bedouin Sheikh, with 20 Be- 
doulns saved the inhabitants of the west 
quarter and took them to his village, and then 
the Sheikh sayed myself and party. They tied 
the viscera of one of the victims to the tail of 
a dog and covered him with petroleum, which 
aman fired amidst cries of joy from women 
and cbildren, The mob was repulsed eight 
times, Finally two Sheikhs dispersod it.

A Night Attack on the British 
Repulsed. 
CoNSTANTLNOPLE, July 27,—It is stated 


that tho Sultan has decided to denounve Ara- 
bi as a traitor, The Sultan received Dorvisoh 
Pauoh very coldly, and complained that ho 
did not persuade Seymour to delay tho bom- 
bardment. 

ALEXANDKIA, July 27,—A tromendous con- 
fiagration broke out in Alexandria at two 
o'olook this morning. As seen from tho har- 
bor the fire seems to be larger than any since 
the bombardment. 

An official telegram from the rebel govorn- 
ment, dated Oairo July 26th, saya: ‘* Arma: 
ments continue on an oxtensive soale; volun- 
teors aro arriving from upper and lower Egypt. 
Some chiofs of Bedouins who previous to the 
bombardment were known 4s partisans of tho 
Khedive, have promised fidelity, and all the 
best class Mussulmans, inoluding the prinoes 
and princesses of the Khedive’s family now in 
Cairo, are aiding the Government. The ladics 
havo formed a committeo for the preparation 
of lint. Tho British have been defeated in 
two engagements, losing 40 killed,” 

The Globe gives tho following summary of 
its night despatches of the 26th : One of the 
most importantitems of news conveyed by 
the latest despatches regarding the Eastern 
position is that Germany is stated on good 
authority to favor England's policy so long as 
she holdsto her ‘‘police’’ duties, Germapy 
reserving to horself the right to intervene io 
tho-final settlement of the question. The 
polioy of calling out tho reseryos has been 
approved by the British House of Commons, 
but the Chamber adjourned béfore yoting 
on tho” war jrodit/asked for by, the’ Minis- 
try. In the meantime the preparations 
against the rebels in Egypt are being hur- 
ried forward, The question of questions— 
what shall be done in Egypt ?—threatens 
to wreok the French Mioistry, as if the next 
vote—on the war oredit—is adverse to De 
Fréyoinet, ‘dissolution is said to be unavoid- 
able. At tho seatof war the British hayo 
moved their position closer to that of Arabi 
The rebel leader is not . pushing forward _ his 
operations with the steadiness which has 
hitherto characterized his actions—owing pro- 
bably to disrensions {nthe camp. He has 
sont to the Khedive a statement of the terms 
on which he willeurrender, His offence must 
be condoned, and he allowed to retain com- 
mand of a portion of those troops now parti- 
cipating with him in the rebellion, The 
terms haye been of course rejected, It is 
said that Arabi has senta half-threatening 
note to the Sultan warning tbat ruler not to 
send troops to Egypt nor to proclaim him 
(Arabi) asa rebel. A night attack was made 
by the Egyptians on the British force, but 


the attacking party were repulsed without 


much difficulty. 4

The Manure Harvest. 


Inthe midstof the harvest of grain, and 
grass, and tubers, we must not forget the com- 
post heap, in which we garoer and store the 
unsowed crops of a future ecason, The say- 
ing that ‘‘anything that grows in one summer 
will rot before the next,” isa safe guide in 
collecting vegetable matter for the compost 
heap When sod mucks, and weeds form a 
part of the heap, itis not alono the material 
which we are assiduous io collecting, and put 
into the heap, that constitutes its whole value, 
The fermentation induced by the dung and 
liquid manure, and the action of the lime or 
ashes added, work upon the earth, adhering 
to the roots of the weeds, and forming a con- 
siderable part of both sods and muck, and 
develop an admirab‘e quality of plant food. 
Hence this element! of the compost heap, 
whioh is generally over-looked as possessing 
any Sail, value, ahould never be wanting. 
Tt has, moreover, its own offices to perform, 
in {iret deosy,in the formation of humus, 
and in preserving, looking up, and holding on 
to valuable ingredients of plant food, 

The compost heap sbould always be laid in 
even Jayers, and each layer should go over 
the entire heap, for thus only can’ final uni- 
formity be had. We'do not mean’ special 
Purpose composts, but those made for general 
farmorops. It would be well if every par- 
ticle of dung, liquid manare, straw, liteer, 
leaves, weeds, eto., would be worked toge- 
ther into uniform fine compost, and there is 
really no substantial reason why this should 
not be done, The gardener would plead for 
certain special composts, It might perhaps 
be well to make a special hen-manure com- 
post for corn in the hill, aud taking the gen. 
eral compost as a basis, to make one for tur- 
nips, by the addition of a large percentage of 
bone-duet. All this may be done—estabiish 
once the rule to compost everything of manu- 
rial value, and we have in prospect an aban: 
danoe of farm-made fertilizers at all times, 
and for all cropa—viotory over weeds, a good 
place tor decomposable trash of all kinds, a 
sacred bnrial ground forall minor animals 
and poultry, whose precints need never to be 
invaded. There will besides be no stegnating 
pool in the barn-yard, for all liquids will go 
to the tank, to be pumped over the compost 
heapsa—no nasty, slumpy barn-yard, for 

everything will be daily gathered for the 
growing compost heap, ani the harvesting of 
the manure orop, and its inorease day by day, 
all the year around, will be a source of con. 
atant pleasure to master and men.—Amvrican 
Agriculturist for August. 


Live Stock in Midsummer. 


The latter part of summer is often very 
trying to live stook. Pastures are short, old 
rain is high, the new not yet fit to feed. 
ilk may be in great domand and the farmer 
loath to out in upon his corn fodder, intend. 
ed for ouring, to feed off the aftermath ; he is 
lucky who can turn his young stook of cattle 
and horses into mountains or high wooded 
pastures, where they will have water and 
may make at least half a living upon under- 
brush, otc. Early sowed fodder corn comes 
in well now for miloh cows, and there is 
really no other good uso for it, If cut for 
ourlog it is to dry without molding and 
doosying, and if left to stand until after the 
middle of September, when it will cure well, 
{it will be as woody and tough as ‘‘corn stalks.” 
When fed to miloh cows, fodder corn ought 
to be cut short and sprinklod with two or 
four quarts of corn meal per cow each day, 
There will then bs no complaint of the qual- 
ity or quantity of tho milk, If these are fod 
without the moal, tho milk will surely be thin, 
and the cows are exhausted by the increased 
flow, and soon fall off in yield. 

Horses in pasture are often extremely aan- 
noyed by flies, If they oan stand when not 
in uso in dark sweet stables, by all moans 
turn thom into the pasture only at night. 
Gnate and mosquitoes are of little annoyance 
to horses, but the larger day-flios, and the 
Gstrus, or Bot-fly, set them almost orasy. 

Ewes and lambs aro usually soparated in 
August, and while nono of our domostio ani- 
A more often used as a type of maternal 
affection than the owe, yet the agony of sep- 
aration will be of short duration, and not os- 
poolally painful if the two flocks, dams and 
lambs, oan be pastured so far apart as not to 
hear cach other's calls, It is well to put with 
the lambs a fow wothors as flook leadorg, or a 
ram or two if thore is danger of annoyance b 

ng dogs. The ewes should be penned, 
and thoir milk drawn onough to relloye their 
udders several evenings in succession, aftor 
taking the lambs away. Wounds on any kind 
of animals aro lisble to be fly-blown aid very 
annoying. Tho best troatmont that wo know 
of {san application of atrang oarbolio rev 
That which is gold ag ahoop dip Is very good ;

Many of the precious stones of the Bible 
have come to prompt recognition. Bat for 
the present I take ap the less valuable orys- 
tal. Jobon.my, text compares saving wisdom 
~| with a specimien of topaz, An infidel chemist 
or mineralogist would pronounce the latter 
worth more than the former, but Job makes 
an ittelligent comparison, looxs at religion 
and then looks at the oryatal, and pronounces 
the former as of far superior value to the lat. 
‘ter, exclaiming in thd words of my text, ‘*The 
orystal cannot «qual it,” Now, it is not apart 
of my sermonic design to depreoste,the orya- 
te!, whether it be found in Cornish mine, or 
Hartz Mountain, or Mammoth Cave, or tink- 
ling among the pendants of the chandeliors of 
a palace, Tho orystal is the star of the moun- 
tain, it is the queen of the cavo, it ig the ear- 
drop of the hills; it Hodes its hvaven in thé 
diamond.

room for them, 

The Board went into Committee on Roports, 
Mr, Tonnant in tho ohalr, 

Tho report of the Sohool Mavagement 
Committes was adopted. 

Mr, Diamond moved in amendment to the 
recommendation contained in the report of 
the Chairman, that the children who had been 
transferred from the Canifton Road School to 
the Central Pohool be required to attend the 
Canifton Road Sohoc!] as formerly, until such 
time as they were transferrod from that school 
by the authority of the Inspector, sccording to 
the recently rovised regulations of the doard, 
Mr, Diamond supported bis amendment at 
somo length, holding that tho regulations 
should be strictly carried out, and they dis- 
tinotly provided that pupils should not be 
transferred from one school to another with. 
out the written authority of the Inspector, 
He oriticized the action of the Chairmanin the 
matter under consideration, He had acted 
after having heard the facts on one side only, 
and farther, the power which he had exerted 
waa not vested in him by the rules of the 
Board, He objected tothe adoption of a 
recommendation to violate the rules of the 
Board, 

Mr. Wills eaid that, from Mr. Diamond’s 
remarks, he had to come to the conclusion 
that, after sll, there had beenan animus in 
the action of the Committee of School Manage- 
ment, He explained that the matter in 
question had been brought before the School 
Mansgement Committee without his having 
received proper notice. 

Mr, Diamond—I beg to ask whether you 
did not roceive a notioe ot the meeting of teh 
Committee 7] 

Mr, Wills said he had received an ordinary 
notification, but he had not been informed 
that his action as Chairman of the Board was 
to be taken into consideration. He olaimed 
that the Committeo’s actlon had been a direct 
reflection on him as Chairman of the Board, 
for their action had been direotly contrary to 
that which he had taken, without his knuw- 
ledge, and without giving him an opportunity 
to explain his action, Mr, Wills, in contin: 
uing, deolared that the powers of a oorpore 
ation were vested in its head when the ocor- 
poration was notin session. He claimed that 
neither he nor the Board oould prevent 
children in the city from attending the Cen. 
tral School, providing that thero was room 
for them, If a parent contributed to the sup- 
port of aschool section, he bad a right to 
send his children to any school within that 
seotion, 

Mr, Diamond replied to Mr. Wills’ remarks: 
He read from the rules and regulations to 
establish the position taken by him. He 
olaimed that it was not necessary for the 
Committee to notify Mr. Wills that his action 
was to be considered. Mr. Wills was not on 
trial. 

Rey. Mr. Burke thought that it should not 
be lost sight of, that if the recommendation of 
the Chairman were adopted, it might stand asa 
precedent,and,in future,parenta might, on the 
strength of that precedent, demand the re- 
moval of their children from one school to an- 
other, and a great deal of difficulty and oon- 
fusion would ensue. He advised considering 
the question, not as affecting Mr. Wills, but 
8s a question between the paront and teacher, 

Rev, Mr, Maclean agreed with Mr, Wills, 
that tho Chairman of a Board was the Board 
ds facto during the intervals between the 
meetings of the Board. The Inspector was an 
official acting under the authority of the 
Board. Daring the intervasl between Board 
meetings, therefore, the Inspcotor’s power 
was subservient to that of the Chairman, the 
power of the Board being vested in him, 
After some further remarks, he suggested 
that the Chairman's course, so far, be endors- 
ed by the Board, because the authority of the 
Chairman should be sustained. Aotion could 
then be taken to prevent a repetition of the 
difficulty which had arisen. 


Rey. Mr. Burke aaid that. though, to a cer- 
tain extent, the power of the Board was vest: 
ed in the Obairman during the intervals be- 
tween meotivys, still the particular powors 
which are vest+d in him should be distinotly 
understood and set forth. 


Mr, Johnson hold that it anything ooourred 
during intervels between meetings which 
called for immediate action, the Inspector 
should report to the Board, not to the 
Chairman, a special meeting baving been oall- 
ed for that purpose. He further declared that 
the course which should have been puraucd 
by the mother of the children in question 
was to goto the Chairman of the Canifton 
Road School, and make to him whatever 
complaint she might have had against the 
teacher of that sohool. He olaimed that it 
was an unwritten law of the Board thata 
man should send his ohildron to the school of 
the ward in whioh he liyes and pays taxos, 
He pointed out that the mother of the child. 
ren in question had in thefpast caused a groat 
deal of troyble in the Canifton Road sohool, 
Sho did not wish her children to attend the 
same school that her neighbors’. children at- 
tended, and the grounds on which she wished 
them remove‘ were frivolous in the extreme, 
If her children wore allowed to attepd another 
school, it was more than probable that other 
spplications would be made for removal of 
children from one school to anothor, There 
was doubt that Mr. Wills’ action in this mat- 
mattr should not be endorsed by the Board. 

Mr, Wensloy dwelt on the ipjasi 6 of al- 
lowing one man’s children to attend a oortain 
aohool in violation of the rules of the Board, 
aod prohibiting other peoplo’s ohijdron from 
attendiny.

posible to land, aya eva was runniog over 
the bar, The captain mado signals to those 
on shore to come off to his assistance, but no 
attention was paidto his movements, Ho 
then:determined to try to land, and pointing 
the bdw of his boat tothe shore, told his men 
to pull, whoh they, did. with).a. will.) The 
Jaunob eafely crossed the first and seoond 
reofs, but when they reached the third roofs 
vory heavy breaker struck’ the boat) whioh 
oapsized and filled. Theeo of the ssilors got 
each an oar and tried to make shore; which

Mr. Mousseau's translation to the Pre- 
mierahip of Quebec caunot add to the 
strength of the Oonservative Government 
of that Province. However, the House is 
very strongly in his favor, and ashe iss 
gentleman of great ability and has excel- 
lent collesgues, he willno doubt govern 
astisfactorily. 


The negotiations with Arabi Pacha for 
his surrender having ended in leaving mat- 
ters as they were, the British will continue 
to push on their operations with vigor.

Britain will press on, the temper of the 
people at home being such that inter- 
ference by any ot the other powers will be 
resented, eyen at the expense of war. It 
is to be feared, however, that the extreme 
heat which prevails during August will 
greatly retard active operations, and that 
8 general advance cannot be made until the 
cooler season sets in. 


The Hen. Joseph Alfred Mousseau has 
been called to the place of Prime Minister 
of Quebec at the age of 44; the appoint- 

ment approaching those of Mr. Blake, 
Premier of Ontario, at $8, Mr. Ohapleau, 
Premier of Quebeo at 39, and Mr. Laurier, 
Federal Minister at 38 years of age. Mr. 
Mousseau was educated at the Boerthier 
“Academy, and was admitted to the bar in 
1860. But he was always given to jour- 
nalism and politicos, and his efforts on be- 
half of his party were rewarded in 1874 by | 
his taking the seat for Bagot county in the 
House of Commons. After the Oonser- 
va te victory in 1878, Mr. Mousseau was 
mot given an appointment, but on Mr, 
Baby’s retirement in 1881 his portfolio of 
Seoretary of State was given to Mr. Mous- 
seau. The new Premier was one of the 
foun ders of Le Colonisateur in 1862, and 
L’Opinion Publique in 1870, and was a 
frequent writer in both. 


The Ottawa Citizen says :-—“ The Irish 
Canadian says that since he took charge of 
the Oustoms Department the present Min- 
ister has appointed sixteen Orangemen to 
the Toronto Oustoms House. The state- 
ment is untrue, Only nine new appoint- 
ments have been made by Mr. Bowell, 
Some of the persons appointed may be 
Orangemen ; all of them are not. The 
Trish Canadian, which introduces the Irish 
Catholic question, should not forget that 
come time ago an Irish Catholic was ap- 
pointed Collector at Guelph, and a few 
days ago an Irish Catholic was Placed at 
the head of the Oustom House of the com- 
mercial metropolis of the Dominion.”

ARRIVAL OF THE LARGEST GRAIN OHAFT 
THAT EVER OAME HERE—TO BE PUR- 
CHASED IN KINGSTON, 


(From the Kingston News, July 29,) 

Yesterday evening about five o'clock the 
steambarge Business arrived at the K.& M. 
Uompany’s dock, Her cargo is not less 
than 50,000 bushels of wheat, which she 
brought from Milwaukee. Shortly after 
she reached here a number of persons re. 
paired to the wharf named and inspeoted 
her. The Business is the largest oraft that 
eyer carried on Lake Ontario, and her 
captain thinks that he will continue in the 
grain trade to Kingston, that is, if ciroum- 
stances continue as favorable as they now 
are. Before he left Milwaukee he was 
fairly frightened at the accounts he reciev- 
ed of the difficulties he would have to 
surmount in gotting into Kingston Harbor, 
In fact these stories were repeated to him 
on the way down, but he received an 
agreeable disappointment. He came 
through without a single mishap. The 
trip from the canal to Kingston was made 
in twenty-three hours, but she came slowly

way. The next time she will do it in 
elghteen hours. He thinks the entrance 
to Kingston quite safe. When he reached 
the Ducks Osaptain Joho Donnelly got on 
board and piloted her into the harbor, 
Oaptain John could pilot a craft safely in 
that would draw 30 feet of water, let alone 
14 feet 10 inches, Hitherto the Business 
was engaged in carrying ore and coal. 

The Business is 191 feet long, 34 feet 7 
inches beam, and 17 feet depth of hold. 
She is 985 tons register, and carries 1,400 


gross tons of ore or 53,000 bushels of corn. 


There are five working hatohes, each of 
which extends almost across the deck. She 
has three masts, and an engine with a 264 
inoh cylinder and a boiler 18x8 feet, Ona 
round trip between Milwaukee and here, 
which will ocotipy about two weeks, she will 
consume 115 tons of coal. Before coming 
through the canal 16,000 bus. were light- 
ened. Her canal tolls were $200. Her hull 
is made of oak, and is very strong. She 
was built at Milwaukee in 1881 by Messrs. 
Wolfe and Davidson, who now own her, at 
& cost of $65,000, 

The crew numbers sixteen, all of whom 
have comfortable quarters on board. The 
officers are: Oaptain Ohamberlain, James 
Van Vougheburg, mate ; Wm. McKittrick, 
engineer ; W. H. Stackhouse, 2d engineer. 

Kingston parties are now negotiating 
for the purchase of the Business, and yes- 
terday evening they thoroughly inspected 
her, and were well satisfied with her con- 
struction. 

It is probable that she will take a return 
cargo of iron ore, the freight on which to 
Milwaukee isfnow $1.55. 

The Oasptain expresses himself as well 
pleased with the treatment he received at 
the hands of the officials of the Welland 
Oanal. He wont through in sixteen hours, 

The work of discharging her was quickly 
done. Operations began at 1 o’olock this 
morning,and her cargo was removed at five 
this evening. The grain will bein Montreal 
on Tuesday, accomplishing the shipment 

from Milwaukee to Montreal in eleven 
dsys, she haying left the former place on 
Saturday, the 22nd inet, The manager of 
the K. & M. F. Oompany feel honored at 
receiving the first large boat through the 
canal.
